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1. ‘The tanks occupying Seoul on 28 dune wore Jl~eton class, travelling ina 
single line at 15-yard intervals. The original invasion included well 
over 50 tanks. On the morning of 3 July, 50 tanks were observed near 
Seoul Railway Station, Fron l-6 July there was no tank concentration in 
the Seoul city area. One or two tanks were occasionally parked at the 
Yailway station covered by tents. 


2. On 6 July, it was caamon rumor in Seoul that part of the South Korean ary 


was hiding in South Mountain (Nan San). The North Korean People’s Aruy 
(NKPA) machine=gunned South Mourbain by plane; security troops and the 
HEPA guarded all. approaches to the mountain, but no guerrilla activity was 


visible. 


30 On 1k July, one (?First?) division was stationed in the Pupyong and Kimpo 
areas, The tanks and armored cars which were attached to it have been 
transferred to the front. On 1) duly, seven tanks were observed in Pupyong.
